Iloekcas- 
lle county will be one of the fruit 
eenlers of Kentucky ten rnSfl from 
now. 

If your orchard is pot hearing 
well and the trees are not healthy, 
bleak up the ground Ibis winter so 
the freezing will kill the f fcneetl 
Unit are injuring the trees. 

Most your orchard now let the 
ol.l turf rot till April then disk or 
hairow up the ground thoroly every 
week o, two (ill the last week in 
May, lio n sow Covvpeae. Hog these 
off or cut them for hay late in Au- 
gunt and sow r>e in September. 
Your orchard will surprise you. 

But no doubt your orchard needs 
pruning. Here are five rule* for 
pinning: 1*1, Cut out all dead wood. 
Jud, Cut out all water sprouts. ;)d. 
Don't leave any stubs: that is, cut off 
the tw igs and limbs clone up so they 
can heal over, till, Save the fruit I 
spurs, the lilllo stuhby branches a 
few inches long that bear apples 
year afler year. 5th, Open up the 
top so Hint the light and air ran get 
thru tin; tree freely. In doing thin, 
oil out all limbs that cross and rub 
against others, having in mind all 
Use tune a well-shaped tree not too 
high when you have flnisln-d.

Many a flne litter of plga le lost 
by a little neglect at a critical time 
A slight mistake la feeding or water

Even a cold drink glvea to tbe sow 
after farrowing oft an proven fatal to 
the pigs, and all liquid given to the 
sow for a day or two after farrowing 
should be slightly wsnned, so that the 
chill is removed For the first twenty- 
four hours after farrowing give the 
sow no solid food a warm drink with 
a handful of ground oaie, shorts or 
bran to color (be water Is all that la 
necessary 

The second day the drink should he 
made soomewhat thicker gradually In- 
creasing (he allowance to keep pace 
with the demands of the litter. Should 
the sow lose a til tie flesh In the be- 
ginning, ail the better, for the

Impossible to Heve Egg Leyere Alone, 
Consequently Farmers Must Kssp 
General Purpoee Fowl. 

The sdvlce Is given generally to se- 
lect en egg breed for egg production, 
but on tbe average this advice cannot 
be followed very well, ae the principal 
egg breeds. Leghorns, Anconae and 
Minor, ns are poor mothers and can 
scarcely be kept to advantage unleee 
Incubators and brooders are employed 
In raktlng tbe cblckene. Consequent- 
ly a majority of farmer* and back 
yard poultry men are forced to 
a general purpose breed.

The good roads question Is one 
which (ndsy Is occupying (he atten- 
tion or every (hlnking man In tbe 
United 8tatee.

Although at the present lime there 
are between 15.000 end 30.000 mllee of 
Improved roads in the United Stales, 
either under construction or proposed, 
no section of road Is receiving the 
careful investigation or le being 
watched aa ctoeely by the road mak- 
ers of the country and by good roads 
advocates, ae te the 106-mile road 
which Oen. T. Coleman du Pont la 
constructing at hie owa expense 
through the state of Delaware. 

General du Pont felt that any 
amount of money he might give for a 
road would be of far greater benefit 
and would have a far greater Influ- 
ence on the happiness and material 
prosperity of the people of his sta'3 
than any other project he might se- 
lect To quote his own words: "My 
object In building the road is not only 
to provide a good highway where It 
la bsdly needed, but also to work out 
In s practical way a problem that will. 
If successful, revolutionise the build- 
ing of mads In the United States. The 
problem is. How can a free eountry 
road be built to make It pay Its orlgi 
nal cost, cost of maintenance and a 
fair retain on tbe money invested " 
The solution of this problem as 
worked out by Oenersl du Pont aa a 
result of his experience on the Dela- 
ware road. Is a system of graduated 
assessments, so arranged that all who 
receive direct benefits from the road 
are to bear their share of Its expense,

IrrHlft Transcript, Feb. I. Wit 
Miss Katharine Knapa. 

There passed from among us on 
Thursday, January 251 h, a gracious 
spirit whose lo** will be felt in 
many lives. Kalherine Knapp was 
a true daughter «'f New England, 
quick in response to the call of 
right again*! wrong, eager in en- 
joyment of the world of nature and 
uf book.* and devoled to the work 
of passing on to others what life 
hat) brought of good to her. 

A graduate in one of the early 
y.-ars of what was then called "The 
liirls' High ami Normal School," she 
soon after, in IK5l», became one 
of its teacher* and for thirty-live 
y.-ars was one- of the pillar* of the 
school. Not only in her own city, 
but scattered all over the country, 
her old pupils remembered w itli af 
f.-ct um and gratitude her love and 
| loyal friendliness expressed in many 
d.licate ways; they IMM M 
the high standard in scholarship 
ever held before them 111 her clas*- 
es in I. at 111 and the fr.-sh love of 
(lowers, and all grow ing things, in- 
spired in her classes in botany by 
her own love of every opening bud 
and leaf. Tin* love did not lessen 
with the v.-ar*. for in the last 
mouth of her life .she was enjoying 
at the I.ow.-ll MMttOta a course of 

lectures on her lollg-cherislie.i 
study of botany. In Ihe eighteen 
years that have elapsed since she 
gave up her connection wilh the 

set I her interest in it never 

wavered and she MMM* for it con- 
stantly through the associations of 
it* alumnae. 

Her varum* journeys in Europe 
ami visits to relative* and friends 
MM) lioiiu-s air in England gav 
hrr unusual and interesting exper- 
ience, the fruits of which she knew 
how to *hare both with her pupil* 
in tin- school and with friends out- 
side. A bright pupil MM said she 
never had any real idea of Venice 
until she read a little description 
of the MMM city which Miss 
Knapp had written for the school 
paper.

Preaident Carroll (iardner Pearse, 
Hie chief speaker in the morning, 
has recently resigned the position of 
Superintendent of the Milwaukee 
Publio Scl Is to accept the presi- 
dency of the Milwaukee State Nor- 
mal School. He was born at Tabor, 
Iowa, 1858. and was a student of 
MM College at Crete.

His adminis- 
trative work began early and has 
been very distinguished. He held 
important positions, (Irst at Crete, 
Neb., and then at Heat lire in the 
MM state, and at Omaha, but came 
to Milwaukee in 1904.

Candea Talis of a Half-1 

Maybe you think I have no good 
word for the Laurel folks because of 
a little tar party some wild Lon- 
don chaps got up for me and my 
comrades way back in ante-bellum 
slavery days. You must remember 
that was a time when a Northern 
abolition preacher was regarded by 
many honest Southern people as a 
very dangerous incendiary. I have 
no complaint to make against those 
fellows. Indeed, I had not a little 
sympathy and pity for them at that 
time. They seemed, to me, to be 
performing a heartless function for 
some interests not their own. I 
knew of but one slaveho.der in the 
whole crowd of about forty men. 
He was a member of the Kentucky 
Legislature, and afterwards apo- 
logized for being there for the pur- 
pose of preventing the mob from 
extremes. No doubt his influence 
modified their conduct. 

The occasion of the mobbing was 
an appointment I had to preach the 
post burial funeral sermon of a child 
of Mr. and Mrs. Wm. Mobley at their 
home about ten miles northward 
from London, the County seat of 
Laurel County. 

The child had been dead for Ave 
or six years. There was nothing 
strange about this delayed funeral. 
It was a usual practice in that 
mountain country. (A prayer was 
always offered at the burial by some 
layman.) I once attended such a 
funeral service in Rockcastle Coun- 
ty conducted by a Baptist preacher, 
where the deceased parties were 
the father, mother, llrst wife, (sec- 
ond wife was present) and two sis- 
ters of the man at whose home this 
service was held. There were two 
reasons for this post burial practice; 
usually, the desiml preacher lived 
many miles away; then the peopb 
would come to these funerals from 
long distances many of them on 
foot. All of them enjoyed a good 
social banquet. Few were prepar- 
ed to furnish a dinner at the tuna 
of the burial. 

Bro. Mobley bad other reasons for 
this long delay. Though a local M. 
K preacher he was an abolitionist 
and did not have confidence enough 
in a slaveholdiug or a proslaverv 
preacher to want one to minister 
at the funeral.^ So he had^me send
